The argumentation of the applicant put forward during these proceedings has been 
taken into account. 

Claim 1 now disclaims the presence of an HSV antigen in the vaccine composition. The 
earlier patent application filing by the same applicant, published as W09945957, and 
the subject matter of the present application clearly relate to different inventions, and 
the priority claimed in respect of the present application is considered valid. 
Accordingly, the earlier filing, W09945957, is of no relevance to the present 
proceedings.

1. Novelty (Art. 33(2) PCT). 

The claims of the application are novel in light of the available prior art. 

2. Inventive Step (Art. 33(3) PCT) 

Closest prior art for the assessment of inventive step, D1 . This discloses chimaeric 
Hepatitis B core antigen particles, expressing HPV E7 epitopes. Induction of antibody 
immune response to the HPV B epitopes, and T cell immune response to HPV T 
epitope and HBV T epitopes was achieved upon delivery in mice. See page 547, 
abstract; page 547, para. 1 - page 548, para. 2; figure 1 ; page 556, para. 4, thereof. 
Difference between claim 1 and D1 , incorporation of an adjuvant which is a preferential 
stimulator of TH1 cell response. 

Problem to be solved: provision of HBV-HPV vaccine compositions whereby the 
immune response generated (for example the isotypic profile of the response) to each 
antigen in the composition is essentially the same as that obtained by each antigen 
given individually. 

In addressing this problem, whilst it may be considered that the skilled person would be 
motivated to attempt to solve this problem by incorporating a known TH1 type adjuvant
